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Noah Homes 
welcomes 
new clients

SPRING VALLEY — Noah Homes, a residence for 
developmentally disabled adults, opened its doors to nine 
new clients Sept. 1. They will join six other residents who 
have lived in the facility since 1983. 


The completion of four new buildings, each 4,800 
square feet, will permit the residence to house a total of 
46 clients, said Benedictine Sister Kathryn Jennings, 
executive director. 


THE 40 additional residents were selected from a wait- 
ing list of over 100 by an admissions committee composed 
of board members and professionals, Sister Jennings said. 
All were referred by the San Diego Regional Center. The 
clients’ religion was not a factor; ‘‘public benefit corpor- 


ations cannot discriminate on the basis of religion,’’ she 
added. 


The director hopes the new residents will enjoy Noah 
Home’s family spirit, which she says fosters increased 
independence, confidence and peacefulness. ‘‘The physi- 
cal design of the grounds contributes to a sense of peace,”’ 
she said, pointing to the waving pepper tree branches and 
rolling hills surrounding the nine-acre site. 


Although the new buildings are identical in architec- 
ture, each Spanish-tiled dwelling has its own name. Casa 
de Fe (House of Faith) was occupied Sept. 1. Casa de 
Esperanza (House of Hope) will-open Jan: 2-and Casa de 
Caridad (House of Charity) March 1. Casa de Paz 
(House of Peace) is expected to open before Christmas, 
Sister Jennings said. This ‘“‘respite care’’ building can 
house seven handicapped children who will live there on a 
short-term basis, she added. 


THE ORIGINAL six clients will remain temporarily 
in their home, now christened Casa de Noah. This 
dwelling was located on the site at the time of purchase. 


Each of the new buildings boasts four double rooms, 
two private rooms, a living room, dining room, parlor, 
kitchen, five bathrooms, pantry and utility room. 


In Casa de Fe, where an invitational open house was 
held Aug. 24, a wood-burning fireplace opens to both the 
mauve-carpeted living and dining rooms. The bedrooms 
abound with built-in shelves and drawers. 


SEVERAL FEATURES in the wheelchair-accessible 
buildings accommodate its residents’ needs: a low break- 
fast bar, an emergency call button in each bedroom and 
an intercom system connecting all the buildings. 


Parents of the residents eyed the new facilities with 
awe, Sister Jennings said. She overheard one asking, 
‘‘Did you ever think the day would come when mentally 
retarded people would live in a home like this?”’ 


“This is the answer to a life-long prayer,’’ another 
parent said. 


THE IDEA for Noah Homes was born about a decade 
ago when some parents of handicapped people asked 
Sister Jennings who would care for their children after 
their parents’ death. She was then diocesan consultant for 
special religious education. 

“‘Noah Homes is God’s work,’’ the nun said, calling 
herself an “‘instrument God has used’’ to help make the 
home a reality. 


Future plans call for the construction of two more 
homes and a community center for retreats and camps 
after a sewage system is installed. An additional $3 
million’ must be raised for this purpose, the director 
explained.

Priests aid families i

CERRITOS (NC) — Two priests and parishioners 
near the site of the Cerritos plane crash rushed to offer 
what help they could to families who lost relatives, 
neighbors and homes in Los Angeles County’s worst air 
disaster. 


All 67 air travelers died Aug. 31- when an Aeromexico 
jetliner and a small plane collided and fell onto a 
residential neighborhood near Los Angeles. 


THE NUMBER of dead on the ground had not been 
determined two days after the crash as firefighters and 
officials sifted through the ruins of 16 houses. At least 17 
Cerritos residents were missing and feared dead, 
according to police officials. 


When the planes crashed less than a mile from Holy 
Family Church, Father John Twomey, pastor, rushed to 
the crash site. He celebrated the 5:30 p.m. Mass that

evening in memory of the crash victims and returned to 
the crash site twice the following day.

TENURE APPROVED — After agreeing to 
change or clarify some of his writings, Father 
James Provost has been granted tenure as a 
canon law teacher at The Catholic University 
of America.

South African operations by Dee. 31. Arch- 
bishop William D. Borders, in announcing the 
new policy, said the archdiocese wants to 
‘‘bring pressure on the South African govern- 
ment to end the inhuman practices of apar- 
theid,’’ its strict separation of the races. The 
archbishop also called for strong sanctions by 
Congress against South Africa. The Baltimore 
archdiocese has apparently taken the strongest 
action of any U.S. Catholic diocese to date on 
divestment. 


PRO-LIFE VICTORY — Pro-lifers praised 
a decision by the federal Agency for Inter- 
national Development to cut off all U.S. 
funding of the U.N. Fund for Population 
Activities. because it condones China’s alleged 
forced abortion practices. The $25 million con- 
tribution from the United States constituted 
about one-fifth of the U.N. agency’s budget, 
which helps family planning efforts in 130 
nations. Members of Congress and outside 
interest groups were notified of the decision 
Aug. 27. Abortion foes and other foreign 
observers have reported that efforts to limit 
family size in China include forced abortions 
and the encouragement of such practices as the 
slaying of baby girls. The Chinese govern- 
ment, however, has denied any official family 
planning policy of forced abortions or other 
abuses. 


REJECTION URGED — Cardinal Joseph 
L. Bernardin of Chicago has urged the Senate 
to reject support for contraceptive research and 
for high school programs that ‘‘enforce use’? of 
contraceptives. In an Aug. 21 letter to 
senators, the cardinal, chairman of the U.S. 
bishops’ Committee for Pro-Life Activities, 
repudiated several proposed or existing provi- 
sions of the federal family planning program 
known as Title X. The three-page letter, 
which stopped short of seeking abolition of 
Title X, was released by the NCCB in 
Washington Aug. 25.

Church, Jamul. Residents of Casa de 
Esperanza and Casa de Caridad will at- 
tend St. Luke Church, El Cajon, and St. 
John of the Cross Church, Lemon Grove, 
Sister Jennings said. Non-Catholic 
residents will be taken to their own 
churches, she added. 


She believes the ‘‘church needs to see 
handicapped people in terms of their gifts, 
as well as their limitations.’’ The director 
hopes the Noah Homes clients, whom she 
calls ‘people of community,” will have 
Opportunities to minister in their respec- 
tive parishes. Some could be ushers, lec- 
tors or helpers at social activities, she said.

MONIES COLLECTED following appeals from 
visiting preachers are channeled through the diocesan 
Propagation of the Faith office, Msgr. Chylewski said, 
adding that parishes are credited for the funds given by 
their congregations. 

June, July and August are the months when most MCP 
appeals are made at local parishes, Msgr. Chylewski said, 
adding that he credits pastors for welcoming the visiting

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Catholic colleges have unusual problems_ 


A new academic year is about to begin. 
In the aftermath of the sudden death, 
early in the summer, of University of 
Maryland basketball star Len Bias, there 
will be questions in many schools about 
the academic integrity of athletic 
programs. 

Since Catholic universities tend to have 
a much-better-than-average record in this 
regard, their concerns will probably be 
focused more on maintaining standards 
than on raising them. 

BUT CATHOLIC universities will 
have their own special problem to address 
again this year, one that Maryland, 
North Carolina State, Oklahoma, 
Louisville, Georgia, or Southern 
California do not have to face: how to 
deal with continuing pressures from non- 
academic sources within the church 
regarding the matter of Catholic identity. 

Still on the table is the draft of the 
Vatican’s ‘‘Proposed Schema for a 
Pontifical Document on Catholic 
Universities.’’ It has been the subject of 
spirited discussion over the past several 
months, and has elicited a negatively 
critical response from the presidents of 
110 North American Catholic institutions 
of higher learning. (A synthesis of their 
views was prepared by the Association of 
Catholic Colleges and Universities, and is 
reprinted in the April 10 issue of Origins.) 

Bishop James Malone, president of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops,

How many thousands of Catholic par- 
ents have sacrificed to come up with the 
extra $3,000 or $4,000 a year to send 
their children to a Catholic college, only 
to find those children dropping out of the 
church in reaction against this ostensibly 
“‘Catholic’’ education?

All those people are among the imme- 
diate victims of the treason of those 
arrogant theologians who have publicly 
rejected the teachings of the church. The 
remote victims include all of us who, as 
the pope and the bishops have said time 
and again, have a right to receive sound 


Can layman be 


Question: Would you settle an 
argument between a friend and myself. 
Can a lay person be elected pope? He 
says yes; I say no, because the pope is 
bishop of Rome, which seems to 
exclude laymen pretty clearly (South 
Dakota). 


Answer: In a way, you are both right. 
It always has been assumed apparently 
that ‘a layman could be elected to the 
papacy. He then would be ordained a 
priest and bishop in order to assume his 
responsibilities. 

This is now explicit in church law. The 
new (1983) Code of Canon Law, speaking 
of the election of the Holy Father, 
provides that one who is already a bishop 
obtains this authority from the moment 
he accepts his election to the pontificate.

also addressed the issue in a 
commencement talk last May at the 
University of Notre Dame. His paper 
merits more attention than it received at 
the time. (The full text is available in 
Origins for June 19.) 

CATHOLIC HIGHER education, he 
said, is perhaps the most important place 
where Catholics will shape their new 
position in American society. ‘‘But it is 
also a place,’’ he continued, “‘where 
Catholics will define the standards which 
they expect from the institution of the 
church.”’ 


In many Catholic colleges and 
universities, for example, the quality of 
liturgy is much higher than students have 
experienced in their own parishes. When 
they return home for vacations, they miss 
the music, the homilies, and the general 
level of participation they became 
accustomed to at school. 

“In liturgy and in learning and in 
sharing of responsibility,’’ Bishop 
Malone suggested, ‘‘the local church will 
be forced to meet, standards of 
performance which Catholic colleges and 


universities have taught the first 
generation of Catholics to come of age 
since Vatican II to expect.” 

IS THIS perhaps the real reason why 
some Catholics seem so resentful of their 
own higher educational system? 

But the debate stimulated by the 
Vatican document really centers on the 
role of theology in a Catholic university’s 
academic life. 

“The theological enterprise,’’ Bishop 
Malone declared, ‘‘must be pursued with 
the same openness, the same expectation 
of excellence and the same rigorous tests 
of reasoning and scholarly procedure as 
the other disciplines cultivated here.”’ 

ONLY WHEN theology’s ‘‘complex 
criteria’ are satisfied can the theological 
enterprise become ‘‘a fundamental means 
by which the Catholic character of the 
university is manifested.” 

The Catholic rightwing, inside and 
outside the hierarchy, finds it very 
difficult to understand statements of that 
kind. 

For such Catholics, theology is a form 
of higher catechesis, subject to the same 
ecclesiastical strictures and in service of 
exactly the same pastoral purposes as 
catechesis itself. The theologian is, in 
effect, a catechist with a doctoral degree. 

ON THE other hand, these Catholics 
correctly argue that theology is not just 
another science. It has a special character, 


because it proceeds from faith to: faith, 
always within the context of a community 
of faith, which is the church. 


Therefore, as it seeks to fulfill its task, 
Bishop Malone said, theology ‘‘takes into 
account the teaching office of the bishops 
and the pope, not slavishly but with 
honorable fidelity.’’

AS WE carry on the argument, 
however, no one should forget that this is 
the first time in American Catholic 
history that theology is done primarily in 
universities rather than in seminaries. 
The Catholic university is ‘‘the 
preeminent setting for the theological 
enterprise,’’ Bishop Malone pointed out. 


The quality of Catholic theology today 
is dependent, therefore, on the quality of 
Catholic universities. 


‘“‘Bishops have a role in relation to 
these university institutions on behalf of 
the Catholic community and its faith 
tradition,’’ Bishop Malone concluded, 
‘but it is basically the institutions 
themselves and the faculties. which 
comprise them which can maintain a 
proper alignment in this enterprise.”’

pitifully modest, but on his talent as a 
political agitator. Back in 1967, when the 
trustees of Catholic University correctly 
voted not to grant tenure to this 
deservedly obscure theology instructor, 
Father Curran organized a revolution. 
He took advantage of his own personal 
popularity and the general mood of anti- 
authoritarianism that was then common 
on college campuses to lead a strike 
among students at Catholic University in 
protest against his dismissal. Diverting 
attention from the real question of his 
scholarly competence, he managed to 
portray the situation as a violation of 
academic freedom by ignorant and heavy- 
handed bishops. Through national media 
attention and intimidation tactics, he 
succeeded in getting the bishop-trustees to 
back down and grant him tenure. 


Father Curran’s humiliation of the 
bishops signalled the unraveling of church 
authority in almost every Catholic theolo- 
gical faculty in the country. Almost with- 
out exception, bishops and Catholic 
university presidents became convinced 
that they had to tolerate absolutely any 
sort of eccentric deviation from Catholic 
teaching by their theology professors. In

this ‘‘anything goes’’ atmosphere, the 
theology departments of Catholic univer- 
sities have become such Babels of dissent 
that the only way a student can figure out 
what the church, actually.,teaches «is :to 
compile a list of all the doctrine his 
professors deny. 


FATHER CURRAN is far from the 
worst offender in this respect. He lacks 
the intellectual subtlety to be as danger- 
ous as some of his theological colleagues. 
But he was a great symbol of the rebellion 
of the theologians, and his removal from 
the Catholic University faculty is the first 
step in the herculean labor of genuinely 
renewing theological education in the 
United States. 


The appropriate response for us is to 
offer prayers of thanksgiving that the 
church has acted to protect the integrity of 
the faith, and also prayers that Father 
Curran and other theologians who have 
fallen into error will receive the grace of 
humility and return to fidelity to the 
saving truths of the Catholic faith.

The action of Bishop Boudreaux 
(Southern Cross Aug. 21, page 10) in 
calling for an end to commercial fund- 
raising activities in his diocese deserves 
our close inspection. His courageous 
stand hopefully will call attention to a 
serious question facing the church, i.e., 
what is the impact of our financial support 
mechanisms on the spiritual and material 
well-being of the church? This question 
seems to elicit no interest from our moral 
theologians, yet the church may be 
heading down a path similar to the one it 
trod in the pre-Reformation days when it 
granted indulgences as a quid pro quo for 
donations. 


The temptation to employ 
expediency to acquire money for worthy 
projects is almost irresistable. However, 
fund-raising activities can have a major 
impact on the spiritual and 
environment of the parish. It would be 
very unfortunate indeed if we became a 
community with great material wealth 
and spiritual poverty. 


It is very important that we not lose 
sight of the morally uplifting effects of 
financial sacrifice. It is the best cure 
available for materialism. We are 
developing a laity which assumes the 
church’s support does not depend on their 
generosity. If our present headlong rush 
into commercial dependence results in a 
reaction leading to changes in civil law 
outlawing such activities, we will be in 
serious financial trouble indeed. 


Bishop Boudreaux is pointing out a 
problem which should be given our 
serious attention. We will not be able to 
teach the world about the evils of 
materialism if we are infected with it 
ourselves.

Prophet or pariah? 


Pope John Paul has sent another 
lightning bolt out from Vatican City 
which has hit its target with accuracy. 
Father Charles Curran of Catholic 
University has been. stripped of his 
theological credentials. 


But has Father Curran submitted to 
this chastisement with appropriate 


‘ obedience? Quite the contrary, he has 


declared that the church should change 
her teachings to conform to his sexual and 
medical ethics! Hence, he has placed 
himself in the prophetic role — the 
theologian making the church into his 
pupil. 

I suppose he likens his situation to that 
of Father John Courtney Murray, an 
American priest silenced by the Vatican 
(under Pius XII) for his ideas on religious 
liberty, only later to find himself one of 
the architects behind Vatican II’s 
Declaration on Religious Liberty. 
Perhaps Father Curran expects that at 
Vatican III he too will be fully vindicated! 


What is striking, however, is the 
behavior of Father Curran after the fact. 
Unlike Father Murray, who accepted the 
decision of higher authority with priestly 
integrity (remaining silent and faithful), 
Father Curran has taken his case into the 
public forum. The media are only glad to 
make his ‘‘cause celebre.’’ Clearly dissent 
within the church makes good press (the 


Los Angeles Times has run several front- 
page stories on the subject just within the 
past few months). 


‘Actually, Father Curran may well find 
himself in a more lucrative career than 
teaching as the official spokesman of 
“*Catholic’’ dissent. Numerous talk shows 
and secular journals will surely employ 
him in the propaganda war against 
Catholic morality. 


But just where will it end? I suspect that 
in the final course of events, he will find 
himself with a similar fate to that of 
another American priest silenced by the 
Vatican, Father Francis Feeney of Boston 
College. He was a brilliant and devout 
man who put more faith in his own 
teachings than in that of the wisdom of the 
church (he interpreted the classic axiom, 
“‘There is no. salvation outside the 
church,”’ in a literal way). a 

In the end, he managed only to gather 
around himself a band of disciples and 
drop out of sight. Not a prophet setting 
the course of the church aright, but a 
pariah whose viewpoint isolated him from 
the very church he loved. Father Curran 
seems to be on the same course. His 


‘attitude smacks of arrogance. Unless he 


gains a bit of humility, he will find himself 
the perpetual outcast — isolated from the 
church and forgotten by the press.

SAN JOSE, Costa Rica — The 
Catholic Church in Costa Rica is 
‘thealthy,’’ according to Archbishop 


Ramon Arrieta Villalobos, who heads the 
Archdiocese of San Jose. 

Costa Rica is the Latin American 
nation with the highest percentage of 
religious vocations, Archbishop Arrieta 
said during a recent interview with 
Southern Cross. Many Catholics in this 
Central American country belong to 
movements within the church, he added, 
citing charismatics and the Christian 
Family Movement as examples. 

UNLIKE OTHER Latin American 
nations, however, few Christian Base 
Communities exist in Costa Rica, the 
archbishop explained. In contrast with 
nations like Brazil, he said, the high 
number of priests here enable the com- 
munity to best be served by priests. 

Archbishop Arrieta said the ‘“‘church 
has nothing against Christian Base Com- 
munities’? as long as they are in accord 
with Pope Paul VI’s encyclical on this 
subject. 

In contrast, the archbishop was highly 
critical of the ‘‘popular’’ or ‘“‘poor’’ 


_ church movement now found in some 


parts of Latin America. ‘‘The so-called 
popular church is not popular nor is it 
church,’’ he said, adding that although 
popular church is present in Costa Rica 
“it is not meaningful.’’? The Catholic 
Church in Costa Rica is ‘‘trying to care 
for the poor and the needy,’’ making the 
popular church unnecessary, he said. 


THE ARCHBISHOP criticized the 
popular church as an unacceptable form 
of liberation theology, noting that one 
should speak in plural when discussing 
liberation theology: Theologies of 
liberation that contain Marxist analysis 


atheism, he said. 


‘‘We Christians in Latin America must 
care for the needy. . . This is the essential 
mission of the Catholic Church,’’ Arch- 
bishop Arrieta said during the interview 
at the Casa Arzobispado in San Jose. 


The popular church is not necessary in 
Costa Rica ‘‘because the archdiocese is 
denouncing what needs to be 
denounced,’’ he explained, adding that 
the popular church is ‘‘against the will of 
God’’ because there is only one church 
and it was instituted by Jesus Christ. To 
talk about the ‘“‘rich church’”’ versus the 
popular or poor church is incorrect 
because the ‘‘church of Christ was 
founded for all people — rich, poor, 
educated, ignorant.’’ 


“IT IS THE responsibility of the 
church to convert all to Christ’s church,”’ 
the archbishop said. People can suffer 
from not only material misery but 
spiritual misery. Even the wealthy can 


suffer from spiritual misery, he said. If 


the church converts the rich to Christ’s 
message, they will not exploit their neigh- 
bor anymore, he said. ‘‘When you con- 
vert the rich, the beneficiaries are the 
poor.”’ 

On another subject. — fundamentalist 
sects in Costa Rica — the archbishop said 
that, although these groups are present, 
they are not having much success when 
one considers the amount of money these 
sects are spending here. The church in 
this Central American country works ‘‘to 
bolster the faith’’ of Catholics through its 
catechetical formation system, he. said. 
‘*The church’s purpose is to strengthen 
the faith of the people so they can counter- 
act these groups.”’ 

The archbishop also spoke of the 
conflict in Nicaragua, Costa Rica’s 
northern neighbor. He said he stands by 
his previous statements on the trouble,

“IF BOTH (superpowers) leave and 
don’t interfere in the internal affairs of 
Central America, we are capable of 
solving our own problems,’’ Archbishop 
Arrieta said.

Refugee office assists Salvadorans

SAN JOSE, Costa Rica — One month after their 
villages were bombed by the Salvadoran army, campesinos 
from the Zotichochos area of El Salvador sought out the 
aid of Father Higinio Alas, a native Salvadoran who was 
living in Costa Rica. 


Between June 1980 and January 1983, some 20,000 
Salvadoran refugees from Zotichochos, an area inhabited 
by Salvadoran guerrillas, sought asylum in Costa Rica, 
Father Alas said during an interview with Southern Cross. 


TO PROVIDE aid for this multitude of refugees, 
Father Alas established the Oficina de Orientacion y Asistencia 
Social a Refugiados (Office of Orientation and Social Assist- 
ance for Refugees) in Heredia, which lies about 11 kilo- 
meters north of the Costa Rican capital city of San Jose. 


Initially, the office worked out of the Iglesia Fatima de 
Heredia where Father Alas was assigned as an associate 
pastor. As the number of refugees increased, a second 


center was set up in San Rafael de Heredia. A third center 
was later established in San Jose under Caritas, the 
archdiocesan charitable organization. 


Funds for the office came from about 20 charitable 
groups, including Bread for the World and the World 
Council of Churches, Father Alas said. 


THE OFFICE helped the Salvadoran refugees in a 
number of areas including emergency services, health, 
evangelization, education and legal aid. Refugees were 
also assisted in setting up ‘‘productive projects’ through 
the office. These projects included agriculture, furniture 
manufacture, pulperias (small markets) and sewing shops. 


Since 1983, when Costa Rica stopped admitting 
Salvadorans as refugees, about 10,000 have left this 
country, Father Alas said. 

Of those Salvadorans who have left here, some have 


been given asylum in Australia and Canada. Others have 
returned to El Salvador, Father Alas said. 


THE REASON Costa Rica no longer admits 
Salvadorans as refugees is that the government feels ‘‘that 
El] Salvador is now a democracy”’ and Salvadorans can 
now return to their homeland, Father Alas explained. 
However, Father Alas said, El Salvador still suffers with a 
‘murderous regime.’’ 


For the Salvadoran refugees still living here, life 
becomes more difficult as the various types of financial aid 
given to these refugees by the Costa Rican government 
runs out, Father Alas said. Gaining employment is also 
difficult for the refugees as they are unable to secure work 
permits, Father Alas said, adding that getting the 
refugees’ work projects approved has also become very 
difficult. 


Father Alas said that Archbishop Ramon Arrieta of San 
Jose has been supportive of the work the refugee office has 
done. Most Costa Ricans are also concerned with the 
plight of the Salvadorans, he added. 


Salvadoran refugees detail past experiences

HEREDIA, Costa Rica — ‘‘I came (to Costa Rica) 
with the idea of only staying for about six months,”’ said 
Mariam, a Salvadoran refugee who fled her homeland for 
Costa Rica nearly five years ago. 


She and some 20,000 other Salvadorans found refuge 
in Costa Rica after their villages were bombed by the 
Salvadoran army, said Father Higinio Alas, director of 
the Oficina de Orientacion y Asistencia Social a Refugiados 
(Office of Orientation and Social Assistance for Refugees) 
that works with the Salvadorans. The refugee office is 
located in Heredia, a city about 11 kilometers north of 
Costa Rica’s capital city of San Jose. 


“THE WAR made us leave’’ El Salvador, Mariam 
said. She and several other Salvadoran refugees detailed 
their experiences for Southern Cross after a July Sunday 
Mass celebrated in the refugee office. 


Although the refugees lived in an area of El Salvador 
known for guerilla activity, Mariam said the Salvadoran 
refugees now living in Costa Rica “‘have never taken up 
arms.’’ She added that some of the refugees “‘may have 
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helped the guerillas’? by giving them food or assisting 
those who were wounded. 


‘‘We are not guerillas,’’ said Vicente, whose home in 


his native country was bombed by the Salvadoran army. 


‘Many of those who are attacked (in El Salvador) are

innocent,’’ said Vicente, the father of seven sons. 


ALTHOUGH THESE Salvadorans have escaped the 
violence of their homeland for the tranquility in Costa 
Rica, their troubles have not ended. Financial problems 
now cast a shadow over their lives. 


‘*Those who’ ve lived here for five years are not going to 
get any more aid’’ from the Costa Rican government, 
said Maria. The refugees have also been unable to secure 
work permits from the Costa Rican government, she 
added. 


‘‘Many of us have been told we can go back to El 
Salvador because everything there is O.K. now,’’ she 
said. The mother of four sons, Maria does not want to 
return to El Salvador because she is afraid her sons will 
become involved in the fighting there. 


MARIA SAID many of the Salvadoran refugees have 


left this Central American nation and gone to Canada, 
Australia and the United States. 


Mariam said the Salvadorans themselves must accept 
some of the blame for their plight. ‘‘Most people who 
came here from El] Salvador were not organized’’ because 
they expected to stay only for a few months. This lack of 
organization caused many of their initial work projects — 
that were approved by the Costa Rican government — to 
fail, she said. 


‘‘The ones who’ve gone other places are those who had 
(successful) projects,’’ Mariam said. ‘‘We have to blame 
ourselves for not having projects and being organized,”’ 
she added. 


“SOLIDARITY IS needed within the Salvadoran 
community’? in Costa Rica, Father Alas told the 
Salvadorans during the Mass. ‘‘We have to educate our- 
selves and strive to get ahead,”’ he said. 

Many of the Salvadorans praised the education their 
children have received in Costa Rica. ‘‘One thing we are 
grateful to God for is our children’s education,’’ Maria 
said. a

The conference attracted 103 future and present parish 
preschool catechists from as far as Hemet and El Centro. 


According to McLaughlin, the preschool day gives 
preschool catechists new ideas on what and how to teach 
toddlers: The conference included classroom 
demonstrations and workshops led by six women. 


In addition to the preschool workshop, McLaughlin 
directs a preschool certification program for the diocese. 
The certification program begins in October and is held 
one Saturday each month through April. A team of eight 
women — all of whom hold master’s degrees in early 
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Developing Leadership, Effectiveness, Competence and Motivation 
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childhood education — lead the program, said 
McLaughlin. About 75 catechists are enrolled this fall, 
she added. 


MCLAUGHLIN, A member of St. Michael’s parish, 
Paradise Hills, was named director of the preschool 
catechist training program last year after Sister Mary 
Margaret Meyer, OP, who began the preschool program 
four years ago, left the diocese. 


McLaughlin has worked with preschoolers for 20 years 
and recently developed a learning resource center for St. 
Michael’s preschool program. [t was through her active 
role at St. Michael’s that Sister Meyer selected 
McLaughlin to assist in the diocesan program. 


This year she has put together a resource book for 
preschool catechists entitled ‘‘Rainbow of Ideas’’ which 
features suggestions for classroom activities. 


“IN ALMOST all parishes (the catechists) are 
volunteer leaders who don’t have time to prepare for 
class,’’ said McLaughlin. ‘‘Hopefully this will help.”’ 

McLaughlin would like to see preschool programs in all 
parishes. While some have activities for toddlers during 
Masses, she said this may consist only of games. An 
effective preschool program takes some 10 hours a week of 


preparation for a one-hour class ‘‘if you’re going to do it 
right,’’ added McLaughlin. 


“‘T would like to take away the stigma that it’s a 
babysitting program,’’ continued McLaughlin. By 
sponsoring annual preschool workshops and certifying 
preschool catechists, she believes her group can achieve 
this goal. 
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High schools 
prepare for 
new year

ALCALA PARK — Faculty at the five Catholic high 
schools in the Diocese of San Diego spent the last week of 
August preparing to start the 1986-87 academic year, a 
year that will include changes at the schools. 


At St. Augustine High School in North Park, 
Augustinian Father John Pejza, principal, said the 
school’s faculty would participate in a ‘‘learning styles’’ 
workshop that will ‘‘help teachers develop different ways 
to develop subject material.’’ Students learn in different 
ways, he said, some by listening, some by seeing and 
others through a hands-on approach. The workshop will 
help teachers develop ‘‘alternatives to lectures,’’ he 
explained. 


CURRICULUM CHANGES at Saints include 
addition of a foreign language requirement for 
graduation, Father Pejza said, adding that the school has 
added third year courses in French and Latin to its 
program. 


Although Saints has a Christian service program, it is 
not required of students, the principal said. He added that 
many students do take part in service activities such as a 
food drive for Tijuana orphans. 


Unlike previous years, Saints, an all-male school, and 
Our Lady of Peace Academy, an all-female school, will 
not be offering consortium classes — a program in which 
students from each of the two schools attended classes at 
the other campus. Father Pejza said scheduling problems 
and lack of student interest led to suspension of the 
consortium program. The two schools will work this year 
“to revitalize’? the program for the 1987-88 academic 
year, he said.

Catholic colleges are raising tuition this year in what 
may be an effort ‘‘to play catch up’’ to other private 
institutions, a Catholic college association official 
suggested Aug. 12. 

A sampling of Catholic colleges around the country 
indicates undergraduate costs may be up more than the 6 
percent average increase for private institutions. But 
Ursuline Sister Alice Gallin, executive director of the 
Association of Catholic Colleges and Universities, said 
many of the 235 U.S. Catholic colleges may be getting 
more in line with higher tuition already charged by other 
private schools. 

ALTHOUGH THE association does not keep 
statistics, Sister Gallin said she believes that Catholic 
colleges tend to be less costly than their private school 
counterparts. 

Private college tuition costs, for example, include 
$11,390 at Harvard University, Cambridge, Mass. (7 
percent increase), $11,208 at Stanford University, 
Stanford, Calif., (7 percent increase) and $9,250 at 
Emory University, Atlanta, Ga. (10 percent increase ). 
Brigham Young University, Provo, Utah, charges $1,550

At Villanova University, Villanova, Pa., Eugene 
Ruane, public relations director, said tuition is being 
raised 11.6 percent to $7,200 to increase faculty salaries 
which fell behind in recent years. 

The increased cost has not affected applications, Ruane 
added. ‘‘We have far more than we can possibly handle.”’ 


AT BOSTON College, Chestnut Hill, Mass., tuition 
rose about 11 percent to $9,120 ‘‘to bring Boston College 
into the technology of the 1990s,’’ said university

Students at Vincent Memorial High School in Calexico 
are also required to perform Christian service to 
graduate, said Stephen Koehler, principal.

““THERE’S GOT to be a limit to our tuition in the 
future,’’ Talbot said, but he declined to predict how it 
might go. ‘‘Seven or eight years ago [’d never have 
thought I would see $8,000.”’ 

Even at small Catholic colleges tuition has jumped. At 
Dominican-run Caldwell College, a school of about 800 in 
Caldwell, N.J., tuition went up 9.8 percent, to $5,370. 


Beth Treible, public relations director, said that while 
the school had received a boost in state aid for its students, 
“‘we’ve definitely felt a decrease in federal aid.”’ 

ON THE West Coast, Loyola Marymount University 
in Los Angeles reported a tuition increase of 8-percent to 
$7,254 this year. The university, run by the Jesuits-and 
the Religious of the Sacred Heart of Mary, has an 
enrollment of about 3,700. 

At the University of San Diego, undergraduate tuition 
for the upcoming year increased 7% to $7,260, according 
to Roberto Martinez, USD financial services manager. 
USD has approximately 3,200 naar e students. 
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this year to assist students with learning problems, he 
said. 


Other changes at the school include renovation of the 
science labs and addition of 13 new teachers — most with 
master’s degrees — to the school’s faculty, the principal 
said, 


Brother Wallgren said that 38 of the school’s teachers 
spent the summer studying at various schools — ranging 
from Canada to Mexico — in their areas of specialization. 
USDHS paid tuition costs for these teachers. 


TEACHERS FROM Marian High School, Imperial 
Beach, prepared for the new school year by taking a three- 
day ‘‘super learning conference’’ at the University of San 
Diego, said Dan Ramos, principal. Taught by Eric 
Jensen, a master teacher and trainer, the workshop is 
designed. to make the teachers better instructors by 
demonstrating that a student is responsible for learning. 
Jensen will visit Marian during the year to do follow-up 
workshops. 


Adrienne Doyle, Marian’s assistant principal, said the 
workshop is part of the year’s theme of ‘‘PRIDE — 
personal responsibility in delivering excellence.’’

the Sisters of Charity of Nazareth, tuition is $4,200, up 
about 8 percent.

Barry University in Miami, a school of about 4,600 
students run by the Dominican sisters, has raised tuition 
to about $6,000, an increase of approximately 8 percent. 


SPRING HILL College, a Jesuit institution in 
Mobile, Ala., with an enrollment of about 1,100, raised 
tuition to $6,200, an increase of about 10 percent. 


St. Mary-of-the-Woods College, St. Mary-of-the- 
Woods, Ind., was the only college in the sampling not 
raising its tuition. With 690 students at the all-women’s 
college, tuition was — and is — $5,700. 

At the University of Notre Dame, on the other hand, 
tuition is up 9.9 percent, to $8,625.

“IN A CATHOLIC university, campus ministry is 
integral to the mission and purpose of the university 
itself,’’ explained Father Michael McKay, USD campus 
ministry director. ‘‘The values fostered here come out of 
the Judeo-Christian tradition in a Roman Catholic way.”’ 
Unlike SDSU and UCSD, campus ministry at USD is 
supported by the university, not by the Diocese of San 
Diego, he said. 

USD?’s campus ministry office can communicate easily 
with various university departments. Therefore, this 
office does not need social activites to bring together the 
Catholic community, as do the secular universities, 
Father McKay said. ig 


SDSU’s Newman Center focuses on the spiritual, 
social, service and education needs of its members, said 
Eudist Father Willam Roland, who serves some 10,000 
Catholic students at SDSU, along with Eudist Father 
Angus Beaton. 

UCSD’s CAMPUS ministry is divided into two 


organizations — the Catholic Community and Catholic 
Student Coordinators, said Paulist Father Phillip

veteran. Only the student group is recognized on campus. 
Father Cunningham and Paulist Father Peter Abdlla 
minister to some 3,000 Catholic students at UCSD. 


The importance of this ministry was emphasized in the 
U.S. bishops’ pastoral letter on campus ministry issued 
last’ November, Father McKay noted. The document 
“‘was written to enhance the need for campus ministry on 
non-Catholic campuses.’’ 


Forty percent of all college freshmen in this country are 
Roman Catholic, Father McKay said, citing the pastoral. 
Less than 25 percent of the U.S. population is Catholic, 
he added. 


FATHER MCKAY explained that less support for 
campus ministry exists at public universities where the 
separation of church and state prohibits university sup- 
port for religious activities. 

At USD, campus ministry emphasizes growing in faith, 
worship, spiritual/moral formation and apostolic action. 
Activities include daily Masses, service projects, prayer 
groups and Rite of Christian Initiation of Adults (RCIA) 
classes. 

Both UCSD’s Catholic Community and SDSU’s New- 


man Center provide Sunday and weekday liturgies. 
Retreats, prayer groups and Bible study are also offered.

Learning depends on knowledge

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Students’ abilities to 


organize and process new information may depend on 
their prior knowledge of the subject, as well as their apti- 
tude level, which is measured by tests like the SAT, says 
Carol H. Walker, an education professor at The Catholic 
University of America. 


In a study requiring participants to process new infor- 
mation about baseball, Walker finds that low-aptitude 
individuals knowledgeable about the game perform 
almost as well as those who score high in both aptitude 
and game knowledge. On the other hand, individuals 
with high aptitude and little knowledge of baseball 
perform almost as poorly as those who test low in both 
aptitude and baseball knowledge. 


“THE GROUP with low aptitude and high baseball 
knowledge apparently overcomes deficiencies in aptitude 
by internalizing the new information according to the 
game’s goals and rules,’’ Walker explains. Such indivi- 
duals organize and store events in a meaningful sequence. 
As a result, the low-aptitude persons remember almost 
the same phrases and ideas and draw the same. con- 
clusions as their high-aptitude peers. 


Individuals with high aptitude but little baseball 
knowledge unsuccessfully try to apply their organizing 
and inference skills to the new information, she finds. But 
because they do not know the dynamics of the game, they 
are confused and choose the wrong pieces of information 
to remember. 


She suggests that educators help students apply cogni- 
tive skills they have developed in familiar areas to other 
areas. ‘“Teachers should test students in areas where 
students have some subject matter expertise as well as in 
unfamiliar areas if order to accurately assess their 
abilities to organize, comprehend and make inferences. 
Then teachers can make pupils aware of their strengths 
and show them how to use those skills in learning other 
subjects,’’ Walker says. 


TEACHERS CAN use students’ favorite subjects to 
motivate learning traditional subjects, such as using 
sports statistics to teach mathematical concepts, she 
explains. 

‘“They should keep in mind that pupils’ abilities to 
learn something new about any subject may depend on 
how much they already know about it, and not solely on 
their aptitude,’’ concludes Walker. 


Catholic schools ‘different where it counts’

ANAHEIM (NC) — Catholic schools are ‘‘different 
where it counts,’’ Archbishop Roger Mahony of Los 
Angeles said in an April pastoral letter. 


““We believe that the education provided by our schools 
is and can continue to be a strong liberating force, a force 
that prepares and empowers our young people to be 
strong, active and productive members of their families, 
parishes, civic, economic and world communities,’’ the 
archbishop said in the letter. 


ARCHBISHOP MAHONY issued his pastoral in 
Anaheim during this year’s National Catholic Education- 
al Association convention. 


Catholic schools exist primarily because they are ‘‘inte- 
zrally related to the essential mission of the church: the 


mission to communicate Christ,’’ the archbishop said in 
his letter. 

“*As faith communities, our Catholic schools are differ- 
ent from other schools, different where it counts,’’ he 
continued. 


PARENTS EXERCISE a key role in the education of 
their children, Archbishop Mahony wrote. 


‘Since part of our uniqueness stems from the fact that 
the values — intellectual, moral and spiritual — 
promoted in the schools are integrated into real-life situa- 
tions, we state, and do so most strongly, that the Catholic 
school cannot achieve its goals and purposes without the 
advice, active support, involvement and cooperation of 
parents. 


for SDSU’s and UCSD’s Catholic population. Both 
groups also have functions with other campus-based reli- 
gious denominations. 


Campus ministry at SDSU and UCSD offers religion 
classes, confirmation preparation and RCIA programs. 
Both also sponsor service projects such as food drives for 
Tijuana’s poor. 

SDSU’s Newman Center is located a block from 
campus in two converted houses acquired 12 years ago by 
now Bishop Phillip Straling of San Bernardino when he 
was administering the center. 


THE CATHOLIC Community at UCSD is housed in 
the University Lutheran Church, also located a block 
from campus. UCSD’s Catholic Student Coordinators, 
however, is located on campus in the student center 
building. 

Both Father Roland and Father Cunningham noted 
that, because UCSD and SDSU are commuter campuses, 
many Catholics enrolled or working at these universities 
are active in parishes near their homes. 


Because housing near SDSU is often difficult to find, 
the Newman Center has a housing referral program. 
Catholic families in-both Blessed Sacrament and St. John 
of the Cross parishes notify the center when they have 
rooms to rent, Father Roland said. 


FATHER ROLAND believes that SDSU’s Newman 
Center offers more than liturgies and social functions. 
“We're looking for future leaders’’ for the Catholic 
Church, he said. ‘‘The emphasis is on peer ministry. 
Students are lectors and eucharistic ministers at Masses.”’ 
They also lead prayer groups and are part of the retreat 
team. 

Father Cunningham said that in recent years religion 
has moved to the center of students’ lives, adding to their 
sense of security. 


“You don’t find religion mocked in the classroom any- 
more,’’ he said. Religion is regarded as a private and 
positive affair, he added, citing a recent poll in which 89 
percent of Americans said they believe in God.

CALEXICO — The mere geographical location 
of Vincent Memorial High School — 
approximately 125 miles southwest of San Diego — 
sets it apart from the four other Catholic high 
schools in the Diocese of San Diego. But there are 
other distinctions linked to the school which sits one 
mile from the Mexican border. 


Vincent Memorial is a co-educational school 
named after Father Jean Vincent, a former pastor of 
Our Lady of Guadalupe parish, Calexico, who 
founded the school at its present location. It was 
originally an all-girl’s school, but turned co-ed in 
1976. 


OTHER NOTABLE distinctions of the school: 


e@ With an enrollment of 210, Vincent Memorial 
has less than half the enrollment of the next biggest 
diocesan high school — Academy of Our Lady of 
Peace. 


e {t is the only Catholic high school between San 
Diego on the west, Las Vegas on the north and 
_ Phoenix on the east. 


e TWENTY PERCENT of the school’s 
students are from Mexico. 


Aside from the school’s distinct characteristics, 
Vincent Memorial faces many of the challenges all 
“Catholic schools face. Principal William Koehler 
outlined four fundamental areas of concern for the 
school: physical growth, academic excellence, 
athletic strength and spiritual development. 


In each area the school is continually growing, he 
said. The school’s exterior underwent a major 
landscaping over the summer and a _ new 
multipurpose center will be completed in October. 


BEGINNING THIS fall French will be offered 
to the freshman class and newly purchased 
computers will be installed. 


Completion of the school’s multipurpose center, 
which will include a basketball court, will allow the 
school’s basketball team to play games at home. It 
may also bolster enrollment among boys who are 
interested in athletics but were aware of the school’s 
limited facilities in the past, said Koehler. 

A four-day senior class retreat held to foster the 
spiritual growth of students is a tradition at Vincent 
Memorial. And for the first time the junior class will 
go on retreat this year, added the prinicpal. 


KOEHLER, WHO has been principal at 
Vincent Memorial for three years, plans to step 
down from his post next year. Sister Ana Rosa 
Aceves, assistant principal, will switch titles with 
Koehler. 

The assignment will not be a new one for Sister 
Aceves, a former principal of the school. When 
_Vincent Memorial became a co-ed school 10 years 
ago, Sister Aceves was named principal and 
Koehler became assistant principal. 


In 1977 Sister Aceves decided to pursue a 
master’s degree in education at the University of 
San Diego and resigned her position. Upon 
graduation she returned to Calexico and was named 
assistant principal.

Fallbrook opens

FALLBROOK — It will take kindergarten and first 
grade pupils only a few seconds to walk up the stairs to St. 
Peter School, which will open here Sept. 8. It took the parish 
a year and a half to take the many steps that made the chil- 
dren’s entrance to the new parish school possible. 


About 20 pupils will occupy two adjacent rooms, con- 
nected by a doorway, in a building used for religious edu- 
cation classes. Carmelite Sister Francis Ciccarelli, prin- 
cipal, will teach both classes, assisted by one or two 
teacher aides. 


THE FIRST step toward the school’s opening — 
assessing its need — posed few problems. 


A group of parishioners met in the spring of 1985 ‘“‘to 
explore the possibility of having a school,’’ said Mary 
Ann Gunther, former chairwoman of St. Peter’s Board of 
Education. 


Several women then visited Catholic schools to gather 
information on how to open a school. 

A YEAR ago over 100 parishioners responded to a 
questionnaire assessing their interest and support of the 
project. A majority favored it. ‘Parishioners without chil- 
dren volunteered to do the most,’’ Gunther said. 


The next step was organizational. A five-member

temporary school board was formed and charged with the 
task of recruiting pupils for kindergarten through grade 
three. 


However, Father Dennis Clark, diocesan superinten- 
dent of schools, suggested beginning with kindergarten 
and grade one and adding a grade each year. The school 
board approved, Gunther said. 


IN July steps were taken to transform the classrooms 
into a learning environment. Over 30 parents cleaned and 
painted the room, installed blackboards, venetian blinds, 
bookshelves and clothes hooks. 


Sister Ciccarelli completed the scene by lining the walls 
with crates of textbooks, library books and supplies. 


The nun said she is looking forward to using indiv- 
idualized instruction with smaller classes than she has had 
in the past. She taught first grade at St. Mel School, Nor- 
co, the past 17 years. 


Tuition for first graders is $100 per month and $130 for 
non-parishioners. The fee for kindergartners, who attend 
a two-hour morning session, is $75 per month. 


Future steps in expanding the parish facility call for 
adding a preschool and‘second grade for the 1987-88 
school year. A new building will be constructed if the 
enrollment warrants it.

Back to school 


Fall signals completion of Catholic school 


By Sam Lucero 


MIRA MESA — Good Shepherd Catholic School 
opened its doors this week to eighth-grade students, 
signalling the completion of the newest Catholic 
elementary school in the diocese. 

The school began classes in 1982 with 85 first, second 
and third graders. The next year fourth- and fifth-grade 
classes were added; the sixth grade in 1984 and the 
seventh in 1985. 

MERCY SISTER Bernardine Morrisroe, principal, 
and Margaret Nowakowski, Parent-Teacher Guild 
president, say the school is a tribute to parents who. have 
virtually built it on their own. 

‘“The parents have worked to get this school opened,”’ 
said Nowakowski. The first year there were ‘‘very few 
that knew each other. Now the childen and parents are a 
very close-knit group.” 

The school drew its first students from nearby public 
schools and two parochial schools — St. Michael’s, 
Poway, and St. Didacus. Its enrollment has grown to 265 
this year, with 95 percent of the students coming from 
Good Shepherd parish. 

PARISHIONERS RESEARCHED establishing the 
school before approaching diocesan officials who agreed 
with the plans presented, said Nowakowski. 

Because of its success, Good Shepherd is a model for 
churches interested in opening a_ school, said 
Nowakoswki. ‘‘Other parishes wanting to start a new 
school have contacted us on how to do it.”’ 

Support from the parish has come in the form of 
volunteer workers for nearly every need — from 
plumbing and painting to electrical and carpentry work. 
On weekends parents and other parishioners have ‘‘work 
parties’’ to perform maintenance and building tasks. 
Volunteers also serve as teacher’s aides, office secretary, 
nurse and playground attendants. 


SISTER MORRISROE and Nowakowski expressed 
pride in the school’s self-supporting status, independent 
of parish financial aid. 


“Tt was a proviso of the school when we made the 
presentation to the diocese that Good Shepherd School 
would be self-supporting,’’ said Nowakowski. The school 
meets expenses through tuition fees and fund-raising. 


‘*That is where we get a tremendous amount of help,”’ 
said Sistér -Morrisroe. Last school year the Parent- 
Teacher’s Guild raised $26,000. The school’s annual 
benefit auction, its biggest money-maker, brought in 
$13,000 last year. 


IN ADDITION to completing its expansion this year, 
Good Shepherd also opened its new library, which boasts 
1,800 volumes and a computerized card catalogue system. 


Parents were also the backbone of this project’s success. 
Not only did parishioners convert the large classroom into 
a library, they donated most of the books (including every 
issue of National Geographic dating back to February 
1952). Nowakowski’s husband, George, programmed the 
card catalogue system. 

The library is also home of the school’s computer center 
which features nine desk-top computers used in classes. 

“‘We are very proud of our school,’’ said Sister 
Morrisroe. ‘‘But the success factor has to be the helping 
hands of our school and narish community.”’ 


““The parents want this school to work,’’ Nowakowski 
added.

Morrisroe, principal, say Good Shepherd School’s new 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Catholic elementary and 
secondary schools today make up a far smaller share of 
private education than they did in the 1960s, according 
to statistics released by the National Catholic 
Educational Association. 

In 1965-66 Catholic school enrollments made up 
about 87 percent of the private elementary and 
secondary sector. By 1980-81 this figure had dropped 
63 percent, according to the statistical report issued by 
the Washington-based association. 

BASILIAN FATHER Frank J. Bredeweg, NCEA 
data bank consultant, said Catholic schools ‘‘May fast 
be approaching a 50-50 partnership with non-Catholic 
private education.”’ 

The report found that Catholic schools lost over 2 
million students from 1965 to 1978 while at the same 
time other private school enrollments increased 
dramatically. 

Now, with Catholic school enrollments no longer 
declining as they were and with the increase in other 


proportion of private school students, according to 
Father Bredeweg. 

PRIVATE EDUCATION made up 12.6 percent of 
the total U.S. enrollment — 5.7 million out of 45.2 
million students — as of December 1984, up from 10.5 
percent in 1970. 

According to NCEA statistics for the 1985-86 school 
year: 


e There were 7,811 Catholic elementary and 1,434 
Catholic secondary schools in the United States, 95 
fewer schools than in 1984-85.

private schools, the result should be an even higher. 


e ENROLLMENT IN Catholic elementary and 
secondary schools declined about 81,000 students — 
2.8 percent — to 2,821,000. 

© The full-time faculty in Catholic elementary and 
secondary schools decreased 3,294 to about 146,000. 

e The 20 largest dioceses in the United States 
served 50.2 percent of the total enrollment. 


e THE PERCENTAGE of Catholic schools in 
urban areas decreased slightly (3.3 percent in 
elementary, 1.4 in secondary) while the share of 
suburban schools has increased. The percentage of 
rural schools has declined probably because these 
schools lack the option of consolidation available in 
more populated areas, according to Father Bredeweg. 


e The percentage of non-Catholics in Catholic 
schools increased to 11.1 percent in 1985-86. The 
numbers and percentages of minority students in 
Catholic schools still exceed one-fifth of the total 
enrollment. 


‘According to education studies, policy analysts 
cannot ignore the growth of private schools, or the 
significance of minority enrollments in urban Catholic 
schools,’’ Father Bredeweg said in the report. 


In the report he noted NCEA’s support for state and 
federal income tax credits for part of the costs of 
attending those private schools. Father Bredeweg 
added that ‘‘the financial pressures are currently very 
great and the practical implications of tax credits are 
extremely positive.”’ 


Information for the statistical report was gathered 
from 169 archdiocesan and diocesan offices. 
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SAN JOSE (NC) — Bishop Pierre 
DuMaine of San Jose has excom- 
nrunicated two Vietnamese men, saying 
their leadership of a group opposed to the 
status of their mission and its new pastor 
has spread dissension in the Vietnamese 
community. 


The men head a group of Vietnamese 
who seek to establish a ‘‘personal parish’”’ 
determined by ethnic identity rather than 
geographic boundaries in place of the 
year-old Vietnamese Catholic Mission. 
The group also rejects Bishop DuMaine’s 
appointment of Father Paul Duong as 
pastor of the mission. 


THE DISAGREEMENT over the 
mission and its pastor has resulted in 
threats against the bishop, a series of 
demonstrations, and a protest at Father 
Duong’s Aug. 16 installation at St. Maria 
Goretti, the territorial parish where the 
mission is located. Two people were 
arrested outside the church. 


Bishop DuMaine sent letters of excom- 
munication to Bai An Tran and Thien 


Cong Tran Aug. 18. The bishop said be- 
cause of ‘‘your continued incitement of 
our confused and suffering Vietnamese 
Catholics, to the point of invading our 
cathedral church, interfering with the 
celebration of Mass and depriving our 
people of the Eucharist ... I consider 
that you have separated yourself from the 
Catholic family.”’ 


He said he would lift the penalty if the 
two publicly acknowledge Father Duong 
as pastor and ‘‘cease obstructing his min- 
istry and inciting our people against 
him.”’ 


DIOCESAN ATTORNEY William 
G. Felice also informed Thien that the 
mission building and property in San Jose 
belong to the diocese and that opposition 
members must vacate the premises. 
Court action was pending Aug. 25. 


The two men have claimed that Bishop 
DuMaine is not sensitive to Vietnamese 
Catholics, that he is trying to destroy the 
mission, that he has a policy of assimila- 
tion regarding Vietnamese people, and 
that he has attempted to depose the 


mission’s first 


Tihn. 

They also claim that Father Duong 
does not support the idea of personal par- 
ish and that he told the bishop to remove 
Father Tihn as pastor. 


FATHER DUONG said he believes 
that the mission can develop into a per- 
sonal parish. ‘‘I really support those who 
seek a stable place where we can gather as 
a community to preserve our traditions 
and celebrate in our own language. [ do 
not agree with the way they act,’’ he said.

In a 1984 policy statement Bishop 
DuMaine said the Vietnamese in his 
diocese should have ‘‘help in maintaining 
the unique and invaluable Catholic tra- 
ditions of Vietnamese culture’’ and ‘‘help 
in participating in the full sacramental 
and devotional life of their local parish.”’ 


The long-standing controversy heated 
up during the summer of 1985 when the 
group of Vietnamese called for a personal 
parish with Father Tinh as pastor. 


IN THE fall of 1985 Bishop DuMaine 
announced the creation of the Vietnamese 


Catholic Mission, Our Lady Queen of 
Martyrs, and named Father Tihn pastor. 
The bishop also announced at that time 
that Father Tihn had requested a sab- 
batical and would be replaced as pastor in 
July 1986. 


A farewell Mass for Father Tihn was to 
have been celebrated at the mission July 
20 with the bishop present, but written 
threats caused Father Tihn to cancel the 
celebration. 


On July 21, the day Father Duong 
officially became pastor of the mission, a 
group of demonstrators prevented him 
from entering the mission. 


WHEN HE returned later that day 
with Father Terrence Sullivan, diocesan 
vicar general, and Father Eugene Boyle, 
vicar for interreligious and public affairs, 
about 200 protesters again blocked his en- 
trance, pinning the priests in front of 
Father Sullivan’s car. 

As of late August, Father Duong and 
two associate pastors were not living at 
the mission and Masses were rescheduled 
elsewhere.

IDYLLWILD — Parishes can look for 
new leadership from youth who attended 
a workshop at Pathfinder Ranch Aug. 
24-29. 


About 110 teen-agers from 27 parishes 
participated in Christian Leadership 
Institute/Directions ’86. They spent the 
week developing skills in communication, 
planning, group dynamics, decision- 
making and consensus-seeking. 

THEIR RUSTIC environment in 
Garner Valley 20 miles south of Idyllwild 
featured afternoon thundershowers that 
pounded the sidewalks connecting the 
wooden buildings and shook the young 
evergreen trees dotting the grounds. 


The workshop aims to heighten 
awareness of leadership responsibility in a 
high school or parish setting and in the 
larger Christian community. It is con- 
ducted by the Center for Youth Ministry 
Development in Naugatuck, Conn. 


Brian Reynolds, chief author of the 
program and workshop presenter, had 
previously trained 20 team members in 
the diocese — most of them youth 
ministers — to function as facilitators. 


THE CONTENT centered on identi- 
fying leadership styles and communi- 
cation skills, practicing these _ skills, 
supporting the young people within a 
faith community and preparing them to 
use their gifts with others, Reynolds 
explained. 

A variety of activities provided the 
forum for carrying out these objectives: 
small-group discussions, problem-solving 
simulations, games and journal writing. 


Participants remained with their 
support group of about seven members 
throughout the week for most of the 
sessions. However, they also formed dif- 
ferent groups to plan daily liturgies and 
other activities. 


‘“*THEY HAVE only one hour to put 
together a liturgy,’’ said Father Barry 
Vinyard, one of the spiritual directors. 
Third-year seminarians have a week for 


this task, he added. 


Father Edward Kaicher, the other spir- 
itual director, praised the group for being 
‘supportive of each other’’ and for their 
‘‘creativity in accomplishing tremendous 
tasks in very little time.” 


One group planned a cowboy theme for 
a taco-with-trimmings lunch. Clad in 
western style garb, the youth sang a par- 
ody they wrote about the workshop. They 
received a standing ovation from the 
diners who then joined them in a pony- 


‘‘Learning how to facilitate a 
meeting and discussing 
controversial issues.”’

‘“‘A LABORATORY environment is 
set up,”’ for the workshop Father Kaicher 
said. ‘‘The excitement in the room 
energizes them.”’ 

One group activity required its 
members to reach consensus in planning 
a parish youth program by ranking 15 
activities in order of importance. 

Describing decision-making through 
consensus as ‘‘healthier and more 
Christian’’ than other methods, he asked 
for comments on this process. 


“(I HAVE to know how to compromise 
without being a quitter,’’ one said. 

“If we can’t agree here, how can we do 
it anywhere else?’’ one asked. 

‘‘I’d rather have a group help me make 
a decision than make one myself,”’ 
another said. 


“IT’S HARD to lead leaders,’ a 
participant concluded. 


Team members commented on the 
interaction they observed in groups 
reaching consensus. One commended her 
group for being ‘‘disciplined in continu- 
ing the process, despite the frustration 
felt)

Reynolds told the Southern. Cross he 
found the participants ‘‘warm, interested 


in growing in their faith’? and desirous of 


more ‘‘inclusion in the faith life of the 
church.’’ 


MOST OF the church’s ministry is 
geared to adults and children, he 
explained, although its outreach to adol- 
escents has grown during the past decade. 


The workshop schedule allowed the 
youth opportunities to receive individual 
counseling and_ the 
reconciliation, Father Kaicher said. 

Free-time recreation included swim- 
ming, horseback riding, archery, canoe- 
ing, archery, hiking, volleyball and 
basketball. 


THE CHRISTIAN Leadership 
Institute is a-three-year program. Next 
year Reynolds will serve as a consultant 
and train a team of youth ministers in the 
diocese to’conduct the workshop them- 
selves for another group of teen-agers. 
The following year it will be put on by 
diocesan personnel alone, Father Kaicher 
said. 


About 60 dioceses are involved in the 
program, Reynolds said.

Father Curran will appeal his dismissal

WASHINGTON (NC) — Father Charles E. 
Curran has notified Catholic University of America 
officials he seeks to use internal university procedures 
to fight dismissal from his job teaching Catholic 
theology. 


In a letter’ Aug. 29, Father Curran told the 
university chancellor, Archbishop James A. Hickey of 
Washington, that he was acting ‘‘without waiving”’ 
any academic and legal rights and was conforming 
“with the Sept. 1 deadline you unilaterally imposed”’ 
on deciding to invoke such procedures. 


IN A separate statement Aug. 30, the priest 
declared his belief he is ‘‘suitable and eligible’ to 
function as a Catholic theologian and pledged to 
promote “‘the legitimacy of . . . dissent’’ from some 
church teachings. 


On Aug. 18, Archbishop Hickey had released a 
letter by Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, head of the 
Vatican Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith, 
telling Father Curran that ‘‘one who dissents from the 
magisterium (church teaching authority) as you do is 
not suitable nor eligible to teach Catholic theology.”’ 
The letter had been approved by Pope John Paul IL.

An overview of theologian’s case

WASHINGTON (NC) — By revoking Father Charles 
E. Curran’s license to teach as a Catholic theologian, the 
Holy See may have hoped to end 20 years of controversies 
in America over Catholic sexual teachings. 


© But the most immediate effect was a whole new round 
of controversy prominently splashed in the newspapers 
and played nightly on television news shows. 


NEW DEBATES raged over church teachings and 
Father Curran’s dissenting views on artificial 
contraception, abortion, premarital sex, masturbation, 
homosexual relations, divorce and euthanasia. New 
questions were asked about the whole underlying issue of 
the authority of church teaching and whether or not 
dissent from such teaching was permissible. 


Some people saw academic freedom in U.S. Catholic 
universities under fire. Others saw the right of people to 
be given clear Catholic teaching in those institutions 
vindicated. 

The debate began Aug. 18 when Archbishop James A. 
Hickey of Washington, chancellor of The Catholic 
University of America where Father Curran teaches, 
released copies of a letter to Father Curran from Cardinal 
Joseph Ratzinger, prefect of the Vatican Congregation 
for the Doctrine of the Faith. 

@ APPROVED BY Pope John Paul II, the letter

Father Curran’s views with the declaration, ‘‘One who 
dissents from the magisterium (Catholic church teaching) 
as you do is not suitable nor eligible to teach Catholic 
theology.”’

‘Colleagues support Father Curran

WASHINGTON (NC) — Immediate superiors and 
colleagues of Father Charles E. Curran at The Catholic 
University of America have urged him to make use of 
internal university review procedures to fight for his job. 


In separate public statements released Aug. 20, the 
executive council of the school of religious studies — 
which includes the theology department where Father 
{Curran teaches — and the dean of the school, Dominican 
Father William Cenkner, said they supported Father 
Curran. 

They expressed hope that through the university’s 
review procedures a ‘“‘resolution’’ of his conflict with the 


Vatican over his job could be achieved. 


WITHOUT SOME such resolution, Father Cenkner 
said, ‘‘the credibility of theology undertaken in our 
institutions of higher learning stands in jeopardy.”’ 


He expressed ‘‘regret’’ at the Holy See’s action but 
acknowledge ‘‘its right to come to such a decision.”’ 


_ Father Cenkner said several possibilities remained 
open, however, short of terminating Father Curran’s 
contract. 
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NO STRANGER to controversy in his 21 years at 
Catholic University, Father Curran remained silent for 
nearly two days. His supporters, meanwhile, voiced fears 
that the decision weakens Catholic scholarship and the 
credibility of the church, while his critics hailed the action 
as a long-needed brake on Catholic dissent . from 
authoritative teaching. 


Msgr. George Kelly, a professor at -St. John’s 
University in New York and president of the Fellowship 
of Catholic Scholars, called the decision “long overdue,”’ 
saying Father Curran has been a known dissenter for 20 
years, while the church took only ‘‘three years to deal 
with Martin Luther.’’ 


But Father Richard McBrien, chairman of the 
University of Notre Dame theology department, called 


the action a ‘‘devastating blow against Catholic 
University” that will hurt all ‘‘Catholic higher 
education.”’ 


THREE KEY USS. bishops in the case issued 
statements emphasizing the Vatican’s right to determine 
who can teach theology in the name of the church. These 
were Archbishop Hickey as university chancellor; 
Cardinal Joseph L. Bernardin of Chicago, chairman of 
the university’s board of trustees; and Bishop James W. 
Malone of Youngtown, Ohio, president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops. 


A fourth bishop directly involved, Bishop Matthew H. 
Clark of Rochester, N.Y., the diocese Father Curran 
belongs to as a priest, said that ‘‘in recognition of the 
ultimate authority of the Holy Father’’ he accepted the 
decision ‘‘as the final word on this matter.’’ 


When Father Curran broke his silence Aug. 20, he 
admitted that he had received little public support from 
the U.S. hierarchy, and that even private indications of 
support had come from only about 40 bishops, or about 
one-eighth of the hierarchy. 


LACK OF hierarchical support, he said, was one of the 
differences between his case and that of Brazilian 
liberation theologian Father Leonardo Boff, another 
theologian under Vatican fire. 


“THE PRESENT action against Father Curran does 
not invalidate his position as a tenured ordinary professor 
of this university,’ he said. ‘‘Moreover, it does not deny 
him a role as teacher and scholar in a non-ecclesiastical 
department within the school of religious studies, or in 
other non-ecclesiastical schools of this university. 


“‘Furthermore,’’ he continued, ‘‘as a tenured professor 
Father Curran has the right to continue his scholarship in 
various research sectors of the university. These are some 
of the avenues and options that need to be considered in 
the months ahead.’’ 


The executive council statement, signed by Father 
Cenkner and seven other officials of the religious studies 
school and its five departments, expressed hopes that the 
university’s internal review processes would help bring 
out a ‘“‘necessary examination’’ of the relationship 
between the rights of church teaching authority and the 
demands of ‘‘scholarly freedom of inquiry and 
expression.”’ 


AMONG SIGNERS of the executive council statement 
were Dominican Father C. Gerard Austin, outgoing 
chairman of the school’s theology department, and Oblate 
Father David Power, who takes over that post at the start 
of the new school year in September. 


also informed Father Curran Aug. 18 that steps were 
under way to revoke the priest’s ecclesiastical license to 
teach in the theology department and that the priest 
had until Sept. 1 to announce whether he would appeal 
through university channels. 


AT ISSUE are the theologian’s dissenting views on 
artificial contraception, abortion, premarital 
intercourse, masturbation, homosexual relations, 
divorce and euthanasia. 


Father Curran in his letter said he was asserting ‘‘all 
my academic and legal rights to remain a professor of 
theology at the university, including all my ‘due 
process rights’ under the statutes of the university.”” 


In the letter, he expressed a desire to know whether 
loss of his “canonical mission’’ will end his role as a 
professor at Catholic University. 


“AS I told you,”’ he wrote to Archbishop Hickey, 
“it is important for me to know, and to know reliably, 
whether in the view of university officials withdrawal of 
my ‘canonical mission,’ should it occur, will or will not 
operate to terminate my professorship in the 
department of theology and my professorship at the 
university. 

“You deferred to the board of trustees on this 
subject, and I await their position,’’ he added.
